! The German Crown Prince lias given 
la carefully prepared Interview to a 
i German- America il lu which lie says 
j no power on earth will ever convince 
him otherwise. This sentiment has 
been created a creed by the German 
War Officer, who, with the aid of the 
professors and clergy, continue to cir- 
culate and lo offer morning and even- 
ing prayers for their cause. Il must, 
however, puzzle an occasional Genua n, 
if there are really any who can think 
out of harness mi a iiuestion pertain- 
ing to Hie Slate, how Great Britain, 
who did not enter the war until her 
neighbor and Belgium was Invaded by 
Germany in violation of a treaty with 
Great Britain, could be accounted the 
assailant.

Surely 
I these facts must awaken some cool lin- 
prejudlce.s German thinkers at times. 

tine assumption can always be drawn 
that no ovcr-rilling conviction ever 
takes hold mi men without some foun- 
dation. If for Instance we were to see 
a million people running after some 
new doctrine it would only he good 
Judgment not to tjiicfitioh so much the 
errors there are in It, from which we 
may pride ourselves lu differing, but 
what good there may be in it that 
others have missed. The German Gov- 
ernment has for almost a generation 
treated .socialism as its greatest ciiohiyi 
It is itself the greatest Socialistic, or- 
ganization on earth.

ahead it is cither bonuscd or furnished! 
through government banks with u 
working capital at a low interest. Soi 
Hint il may expand to a paying basis. | 
In other words, taking the people's I 
money lo equip an unprofitable biisi-j 
ness in nrder Huit il might be prosper- 
ous. It ir. under tills stimulating pro- 
cess that German industries have 
boomed and German commerce bus 
taken a second and sometimes a first 
place where British commerce was 
supremo before; Their progress has 
been almost miraculous, hut Is now 
over-balanced by pride. This is what 
Socialism has done for Germany.

It was a para- 
dise there. Heaven and hell are close 
together sometimes: we were In Ihe 
hitler mil many hours after leaving 
Ihe castle. 

ATTACK KD GEMMA NS, 

"Next day we attacked Ihe Hermans 
in Hie afternoon, and advanced 11 con- 
siderable way. They gave us a pret- 
ty hoi time though, any amount of 
hullotH flying, and one company lost 
two officers killed ami one wounded, 
"A I dusk I round myself with two 

I platoons rallier ahead of Ihe rest of 
Hie Une. (I hud started n reserve, lull 

i things got mixed) near a cottage and 
a irciieh of French soldiers. There 
were Gorman snipers looking at 11.1 
close ahead. We entrenched there by 
night. I had the Frenchmen under 
my command too. as all their officers 
hail been killed. I found two poor 
fellows, lying fearfully hurt in a 
dileh with several dead, ami managed 
ti get u bottle of wine out of their 
pr"5l(8 for them without the sniper 
get'lng me, Fortunately a captain 
cams and took command. Next day, 



having been about all night digging, 
I was shifted In make room for some 
oilier company . I advanced lo a ceme- 
tery to defend it. and stayed there 
in osd of Hie day. Ii is a beastly thing 
to have lo do, digging trenches among 
the graves ami pulling down crosses 
and oriiiimoilLul wreaths lo make 
room: one feels that something Is 
wrong when a man lies down behind 
It child's grave lo shoot al a bearded 
German who has probably got a 
family anxiously awaiting his return 
at home. 

"We were on Hie edge of a village, 
and the Germans were entrenched 
about L'OU yards on. One could see 
heads ill the trenches sometimes and 
sniped at them. There was a large 
hrown burn door behind one man, 
a sort of outlook 1 think, and I and a. 
corporal had several Mhols at him; 
later in the day I noticed through my 
glasses a while cross scratched on the 
door. It is a grim thought, but you 
have in think of Individual Germans! 
ns a type of Ocrtlian militarism even 
if they are not. 

"The church lower also was fired at 
by us, the belfry windows being our 
object, If anyone agreed only to 
treat churches as such, one would feel 
more com for (able. We sla lightered a 
lot of Germans in the falling light, 
who advanced in close order along 
Ihe rond, then we had to unit, as the 
position was too advanced for the 
night, and the Germans came In. 

"It was a miserable day, wet and 
spent In a cemetery under those con- 
ditions: there was a large crucifix at 
one end. The sight of the bullets 
chipping Christ's image about, and 
the knowledge of what He, had done 
for us and the Germans, and what 
we wen- doing to Ills consecrated 
ground and each other, made one feel 
sick of the whole war lor rather sicker 
than before. i 

ti F It. M A N KO0M f A RUIN FSS. 

"The next day was spent lying In 
the trenches there with little to do 
except lie low as shells from the dor- 
mons, and I fear our guns, too, were 
dropping near us. Towards evening 
a, party of about ninety dcrmam; 
charged lo the left of our line from 
about 300 ynrds away: they mado a 
nolsu like "all, all' when thoy cunie 



out of the wood, 'Uciltsclllnnd nlier 
ailes" 1 suppose, mad fools they were 
to charge like that across a. wet 
beetroot Held: Ihey must have I hough I 
about ten of us were there; barely 
Ion of them struggled back, wound- 
ed. All Ilia' night we spent ex- 
pecting lo he attacked; nothing came, 
iliough our bayonets were not Invit- 
ing. In the early morning we were 
relieved by French troops. I havi 
never talked French so fast or volubly 
as lo got them In before dawn 
broke: Ihey would slop and talk. The 
last I saw of that place was Ihe 
shattered crucifix standing up against 
ihe dawn and tho glare of a score ofi 
burning homesteads all round. 

"We were marched hack a muddy, 
wet, tired ami hungry crowd, to rest 
We lost two officers killed, olio died 
of wounds, and three wounded, be- 
sides a largo quantity of men. Hut 
our reward was lo come when we got 
Into hiiiois. A letter from Sir Charles 
Forgusson, commander iïth Division, 
saying thai the corps commander wish- 
ed htm lo express his grcal apprecia- 
tion of our conduct and grll and cour- 
age, saying how proud lie was of us, 
and thanking us. Sir Charles added 
that he was all the prouder as we 
were all Scotsmen, and said lie would 
come and see us when we had the 
rest and sleep we needed. Ho told 
our I'. O. thai he couldn't praise us 
enough. So 'something attempted, 
something done,' earned us a night's 
repose in billots. We wore only 
supposed to he in Corps Reserve, 
and were shoved in In an emer 
gency, 

"Mails and malls came in, as we 
bad been without for days, tt was a 
case of 'save us from our friends,' 
ns we bad nowhere to put things ex- 
cept Inside or on us. Still, thank 
you very much indeed for everything. 
I got all my things on. 1 goi four 

pounds of chocolate from , which 

was delicious after bread about three 
weeks old; broad green with mould 
which I bad one day, and jolly glad 
to get It. 

"We were In reserve to the 1-1 til 
Hrigade to-duy, and very glad lo rest. 
I wish I bad a table to write at, I 
could write better, and at greater 
length. Mope you are at well. I don't I 
know when you will ace us home."
